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The Court has reviewed the United States’ status report
filed Novenber 30, 2004. M. Lei ninger reports that
stipul ations and proposed abstracts have been returned from all
parties except the Cty of Sierra Vista, San Carlos Apache
Tribe, and the State of Arizona. M. Cark states they have
been unable to find any objections filed on behalf of the State
Land Departnent or Gane and Fish Departnent and he states for
the record the State has no objections to these clains. M.
Sullivan states he has been authorized to execute the
stipulation on behalf of the Cty of Sierra Vista and wl|
submt a letter of understanding to be a part of that
stipulation. Wen the stipulations are presented to the Court,

the United States wll avow its understanding of its
precedential val ue. If any party objects, the Special Master
will rule on that objection.

M. Ryley states San Carlos Apache Tribe the I|ocation of
any of the springs is within the San Carlos |Indi an Reservation.

Di scussion follows and ADW advises the Court the
Department can plot the GPS Ilocations and provide a USGS
t opogr aphi cal map showi ng the reservati on boundary.

The United States is directed to provide the |location of
the 30 springs and the GPS information by March 31, 2005 to
ADWR. ADWR will then review that data and check the boundary of
the reservation and provide that information by My 16, 2005,
with a copy to the court and to the other parties.

Jim Callahan, Gty of Phoenix, expressed a concern that
reservation boundaries nmay be an issue on other clainms. The
Speci al Master advised the issue of the boundaries is limted to
the purpose of a stipulation on these objections only.
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R Lee Leininger advised the Court that the Bureau of I|and
Managenment wll provide the GPS data regarding all of the
sources to ADWR, San Carlos Apache Tribe, and informally to any
ot her party, by March 31, 2005.

The Court assures the parties that the use of GPS data is

solely for the purpose of this contested case and will not be
precedential for all future contested cases. The stipul ated
abstracts are what will be included in the decree, not the GPS
coordinates. As part of resolving this matter there will be an

addi tional docunent in the file showng the GPS information.

ADWR has until My 16, 2005 to file its report to the
Court with a map showng the reservation boundaries and the
| ocation of the thirty sources of water.
